Friends Say Death Was Due 
to Opposition to Diaz’s 
Re-Election. 


LURED FROM HIS HOME 


Fought Bravely for Life and 
Wounded Two of Rurales 
_~ Force. 


SERVANTS FIND BODY 


Leader of Countrymen at C. 
B. C., de la Pena Was 


Marked in Mexico.

William de Yw Pena, well known in 
St. Louis as a leading member of the 
Mexican colony, and a student at Chris- 
tlan Brothers’ College, has been killed 
by “‘rurales’’ near his home at Guada- 
lajara, 
dispatch received Saturday by the Post- 
Dispatch from Guadalajara. 


His death, aétording to the dispatch, 


which was sent by several of his 
friends, was due to the interest he was 
taking in the approaching elections as 
a member of the anti-re-election party, 
which is opposed to President Porfirio 
Diaz. This caused him to be looked 
upon as a revolutionist by the Diaz ad- 
ministration and, his friends declare 
that he was foully iured away from his 
home py the rurales and shot to death. 

Wounds borne by two of the soldiers, 
however, indicate that he fought brave- 
ly for his life. 

Leader in Politics. 

The dispatch reads as follows: 

GUADALAJARA, Jalisco, Mexico, 
Sept. 4.—William de la Pena, former 
student of the Christian Brothers 
College and the Qhio State Univer- » 
sity, has been killed by a force of 
rmirales, obeying special orders from 
the Mexican Government. 

De la Pena was one of the most 
influential leaders of the actual polit- 
ical movement in Mexico, and thou- 
‘sands of Mexicans were ready to die 
for him, notwithstanding his youth, 
for he was only 21 years old at the 
tfme of his deathr 

He belonged to the anti-re-election- 
ist. party, the party against Diaz's 

ernment. 7 

While De la’ Pena was in St. Louis 
he was the leadef of his countrymen 
there, and for three years he held 
the office of president of the ‘‘Mex- 
ican Students’ Society.”’ Last year 
he went to pursue his studies at thte 
Ohio State University, where he was 
secretary of the Cosmopolitan Club 
and elected vice-president of the same 
for the coming year. 

On account of his patriotism and 
ever-increasing popularity, the- Gov- 
ernment decided to get rid of this 
formidable young opponent and or- 
dered him to be murdered. 

De la Pena was in his country 
house when he was’ invited by the 
officer commanding the rurales to 
come out for a talk. He mounted 
his horse and rode out with the sol- 
diers. 

Died Fighting Bravely. 

Next day some servants found his 
body literally riddled with bullets. 
‘He died like a man, for two of the 
rurales were badly wounded. 

Of course, the Mexican papers 
haven’t said a word about it, for fear 
‘of the Government, and the thing 
has been kept a secret, but the day 
will come when the tyrant will pay 
‘for all this. : 

De la Pena’s friends. in St. Louis 
should not weep over his death, but 
on the contrary, they should be 
proud of him, for he was a patriot 

and died like a hero and a martyr. 

Signed: Several members of the 
Anti-Re-electionist party. 

While the young man was at Chris- 
tian Brothers’ College he was a student 
in civil engineering and pursued this 
line of work at Ohio University. On 
his way to Mexico he stopped in 38¢. 
Louts to attend the annual banquet of 
his class at the college. , 

( Was of Studious Bent. 

At the college Saturday, surprise and 
grief were expressed over the news of 
iis death. He was spoken of as a quiet, 
}S8tudious youth, who had taken up en- 
gineering studies after completing his 
iGnglish course, and had made gratify- 
ing progress as @ draftsman and a 
mathematician. . 

“I am greatly surprised,” said one “ 
the brothers, ‘‘to hear that he was 
revolutionist, and I doubt whetlier the 
report that he was @ revolutionist is 
true. He was too quiet and peaceabie 
aman. If he was mixed up in the

John F. Bay shot and killed James M. 
Neely last night at 9 o’clock. The 
shooting occurred at Bay’s residence 
and in his back yard. Four shots took 
effect in Neely’s body and he lived #0 
minutes. 

Bay had been suspicious of his wife 
for several months. He is a traveling 
salesman for the Bell Oil Co. of St. 
Louis. Yesterday he left home saying 
he was going to St.’ Louis. Instead, he 
returned to his residence after dark 
and hid in the yard. 

At 9 o’clock Neely appeared and Mrs. 
Bay walked out in the yard and met 
him. While they were standing with 
arms around each other the husband 
approached and did the shooting. Neely 
dropped to the ground.and Mrs. Bay 
fled. Bay inmimediately surrendered to 
the Sheriff... The Coroner’s jury is in 
session today. 

Neely was a bartender, but bore a 
good reptatation. He was single and 36 
years old. He. came from Piedmont, Mo. 
His brother, Will Neely, is a traveling 
salesman for the Peters Shoe Co. of 
St. Louis, 

Bay was formerly agent for the Wa- 
ters-Pierce Oil Co., but was discharged. 
He brought. suit for $30,000 for def 
tion of character. The trial is set for 
next Tuesday. .

Hallways of Hotel Decorated With 
Old Glory. 

The hallways of the hotel were deco- 
rated with American flags and masses 
of fiowers. Johan Hansen, the Minister 
of Commerce, and a committee of the 
Geographical Society gave a reception to 
Dr. Cook at the hotel. The minister 
made a speech of welcome, in: which 
he said: : 

“Before retiring to your much needed 
rest, Dr. Cook, I hope you will give us 
an opportunity of bidding you welcome 
to Denmark. I thank you on behalf of 
my countrymen for the noble deeds 
which you successfully have  per- 
tormed.,”’ 

The Minister then inyited Dr. Cook on 
behalf of the Government, the munic- 
| Ipality and the Geographical Society, 

‘as our honored guest,’’ to a banquet 
tonight at the Town .Hall. 

Dr, Cook thanked the Minister briefly 
“tor the very kind reception you al- 
ready have granted in Denmark and 
with which }F feel most delighted.” 

Minister Hansen, over a bottle of 
champagne, then led. in “three cheers 
‘and @ long life for Dr. Cook.” 

The members of the reception com- 
mittee withdrew and were succeeded by 
a numerous delegation of tailors, boot- 
makers and barbers. The explorer 
placed himself in their hands and sev- 
eral tradesmen were at work on him 
at the same time. 

At the end of an hour Dr. Cook 
emerged with his hair neatly trimmed, 
his mustache cropped close, and in a 
new suit, hat and boots. He then went 
to the American Legation and had 
luncheon with Minister Egan. 

Dr. Cook will stay in Copenhagen for 
a few days as the guest of the Govern- 
ment, awaiting the arrival of his wife. 
He will then go to Belgium. 


Cook Shows:-His Diary. 
Commodore Hovgaar®® the command- 


jor of the Royal Yachts and one of the 


foremost of Denmark’s arctic explorers, 
had an opportunity today of examining 
Dr. Cook's journals. Later he said to 
the Associated Press: 

*T noticed certain discrepancies and 
inaccuracies in the newspaper reports 
of the expedition, but a long convérsa- 
tion with Dr. Cook soon convinced me 
that his statements are absolutely re- 
liable, His replies to my questions were 
clear and precise and left no doubt 
in my mind. 

*“T did not have sufficient time to read 
the diary, but from my brief inspection 
thereof, I obtained the firm impression 
that the doctor’s claim of having reach- 
ed the north pole is correct.’’ 

Daugaard Jensen, the Danish inspec- 
tor of North Greenland, and the high- 
est. official in that region, who spent 
two months in the company of Dr. 
Cook, is satisfied regarding the relia- 
bility of Dr. Cook’s statement that he 
reached the north pole. 


. Confirmed by Eskimos. 

+ Apart from his own observations, in- 
spector Jensen conferred with the Dan- 
ish polar explorer, Knud Rasmussen, 
who obtained from the Cape York Es- 
kimos a description of Dr. Cook’s jour- 
ney. Rasmussen is the only European 
who fully understands the language of 
the Cape York BEskimos, from among 
whom Dr, Cook's companions were se- 
lected, 

Rasmussen told Jensen that the stor- 
les of these Eskimos confirmed Dr. 
Cook in all the external details of his 
narrative. They corroborated the state- 
ment that,the journey ended quite vol- 
untarily,.no ice or other obstacles pre- 
venting its continuance. 

Minister Hansen talked freely with) the 
representative of the Associated Press 
regarding the authenticity of Dr. Cook’s 
exploit. He said: “Our two foremost 
Danish arctic explorers, Amundsen and 
Rasmussen, know Dr. Cook personally 
and they heve assured us that they be- 
lieve implicity every word he says 
about his achievement. Their word is 
jas good as gold with us on such aqyee- 
tions.”’

Captain Finds Records Corrett. 

Capt. I. Larsen of the Stns Egede 
said he had examined Dr. Cook’s rec- 
ords and believed them to be perfectly 
correct. 

In the course of the interview with the 

Associated Press representative , on 

board the. Hans Egede, Dr. Cook de- 
with great emphasts: 

“J have been to the North Pole and | 
ave brought back the most exact ob- 
servations, absolutely proving my state- 
Thent. I have kept a diary throughout 
thy entire expedition, in which I recerd 
the most minute details.” 
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meteorological conditions. 

“On the return trip our provisions 
became exhausted. No animal life was 
visihle and for three days we had noth- 
ing to eat. Then in a crevice of the ice 
we caught sight of severa, walruses. 


Uses Last Cartridges. 

“T had only a few cartridges left. I 
crept along the ice on my stomach, 
approaching the animals slowly, so as 
not to scare them: I expended all my 
cartridges, and as a result killed two 
of the walruses. Our lives were saved. 

‘“‘We then broke up our only sledge 
and made bows and arrows of the wood, 
as do the Eskimos, and we obtained 
game with these arms. 

“Again near Cape York we were on 
the point of starvation when we found a 
young seal sleeping on the ice. 

‘At Cape York we found traces of 
musk oxen, which we tracked ané killed. 

“From Upernavik to Egedesminde, I 
sailed on the same ship that carried 
the MacClintock and Franklin relief ex- 
peditions.”

COOK CARRIED BEST AND 
MOST MODERN INSTRUMENTS 


ELSINORE, Denmark, Sept. 4.—The 
Hans Bgede passed here at 5:30 o’clock 
this morning with Dr, Frederick A. 
Cook on board, 

The pilot who was to, guide the vessel 
the 26 miles through the sound to Cop- 
enhagen, accompanied by the Director 
of Colonies, including Greenland, board- 
ed the Hans Egede here. 

Dr. Cook said he would be able to 
prove the truth of his exploit by the 
daily observations he made in the vi- 
ecinity of the North Pole. 

Many other scientists returning from 
expeditions were also on board the Hans 
Egede. All of them expressed their be- 
lief in Dr. Cook. 

Continuing the conversation Dr. Cook 
said he had in his possession the best 
modern instruments for taking observa- 
tions, a sextant, three chronometers and 
a good watch and that he took daily 
observations from 8 degrees to the pole. 
While at the pole he took double ob- 
servations to make sure. 

He declared that 12 miles a day was 
not much for Eskimos, who often cov- 
ered greater distances. 

He preserved the health of. himself 
end his companions by living as’ do the 
Eskimos. Both the Eskimos with him 
were young men whd were fully under 
bis influence. and who followed his in- 
structions absolutely. 

The season also favored him. The ice 
was harder and smoother than in sum- 
mer, when it is rough and broken by 
crevices.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—In the 
knowledge of the Government Weather 
Bureau officials, the endurance of a 
jtemperature of 11%. Fahrenheit below 
zero, recorded by Dr. Cook, is unique 
in the annals of human existence. 

Willis M. Moore, chief of the Weather 
Bureau, said last night that so far as 
he knew the lowest temperature human

Scent of Men Who 
Wrecked Fast Train

Pullman cars, baggage cars, day coaches 
and the engine were lying on their sides. 
Passengers wero sitting about beside 
the tracks, many thinly clad, having 
been thrown from their berths. 

“The engineer and baggage master 
were both dead. There was one physi- 
clan on the train, a doctor from Chi- 
cago. His name I was unable to learn. 

‘The conditions of the tracks make it 
almost certain that the wreck was the 
work of train wreckers. The fishplates 
seemed to have been removed and the 
rails deflected to one side. After arriv- 
ing at the wreck, I gave attention to 
those most seriousiy hurt, preparing 
them to be taken to Newcastle on the 
special train.” 

The train tore the track and roadbed 
up for 100 yards, The wreckage covered 
poth tracks and blocked trains both 
east and west. When the relief train 
from Newcastle arrived it was hours 
before the physicians coyld dress the 
injuries of the panic-stricken passen- 
gers, many of whom became almost 

by their experiences. ‘ 

The train was westbound and was 
running 50 miles an hour at 12:25 a. m., 
when it struck’ the misplaced rail and 
lwas thrown to its side.

ANSWERS COOK'S 
CHICAGO CRITICS 


He Declares Western College 
Professors Are Ignorant 
and Prejudiced.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 4.—Yale 


professors were greatly displeased to- 
day at criticisms of Dr. Cook made by 
Chicago profegsors, Prof. Chittenden 
said that the Chicago criticisms were 
unfair and uncalled for but Prof. Brew- 
er went much farther. H 

“Whet do they know about it?’ he 
asked. “Dr. Atwood, out in Chicago, 
says he knows Mr. Cook as well as 
anyone, None of these who criticised 


Dr. Cook at the interviews this morn- 
ing know anything about conditions in 
the Polar regions except what he has 
read. 

“These Chicago professors,”’ continued 
Prof. Brewer, “are suffering from ig- 
norance and from egotism which is 
born of ignorance. They say~Dr. Cook 
must prove to them he has been to the 
pole. How can he prove it? I have 
known Dr. Cook for many years very 
well and have never even suspected him 
of an untruth. He has given all he 
has to science and should have the 
credit’ for what he has done. 

Professors Not Posted. 

“Another one of these Chicago pro- 
fessors,”’ went on Prof. Brewer, ‘‘says 
it was impossible for Dr. Cook to make 
the final dash in the month he claims 
to have made it. What do they know 
about it? They were never there. 

“They don’t Know what they are 
talking about when they say thattice- 
bergs would impede Dr. Cook’s prog- 
ress. There are no icebergs there; In 
summer the ice expands and there are 
hills, but no bergs. In winter Dr. Cook 
told me the snow would be packed and 
smooth, and it was then he would make 
the dash. 

Strong Physique Required, 

“It would require a man of the phy- 
sique of Dr. Cook to stand the terrible 
cold. He was supplied with plenty of 
provisions. The only question was 
whether his health would hold out. The 
Eskimos who accompanied him were ac- 
customed to the ‘cold and Dr. Cook 
showed good judgment in not taking 
any white man along. He was the first 
man to put inte-@xecution the theory of 
a dash fromthat particular section and 
to make the run when the ice was 
smooth and practically immovable. 

“Dr. Cook did not leave New York 
with a brass band, for he knew there 
was a possibility of failure. Now that 
he has succeeded he should have every 
honor and America should be proud of 
him. He has always had detractors.”

The police have under arrest Michael 
Napoli, 26 years old, of 802 Wash street, 
a former suitor, and are holding him at 
the Carr Street Police Station on gus- 
picion that he knows where the girl 
may be found. Napoli denies knowledge 
of her whereabouts. 

The girl has not been seen by her 
parents since Monday afternoon, when 
she left the family home at 1611 Frank- 
lin avenue, She spent that night with 
Mrs, Mildred Proctor, who lives be- 
neath the Mosani family at that ad- 
dress. She returned Tuesday and took 
her clothing away. 

Thought She Was Adopted. 

Mrs. Proctor said Saturday the girl 
had long belleved she was not the 
daughter of the Mosanis, and that she 
thought she was of Jewish origin. While 
Viola did not tell her so, she said she 
beliéves that belief may account for 
her disappearance. Mrs. Mosani said 
Viola was her daughter. 

Boniface Mosani, tne. father, is @& 
years old. He is 2 stonemason, and 
told Lieut. McCormick of the Cart 
Street Station that he had saved $4000. 

“The Black Hand wants my money,” 
Mosaai told the Lieutenant. ‘They have 
got my girl into their hands and intend 
using her to get the $4000 I have saved. 

“IT had §200 in the Bible and soon after 
Vio.w left we discovered the money was 
gone, 

Suspects Black Hand. 

“People tell me she has been around 
the neighborhood, I think the Black 
Hand has her in hiding, and that soon 
they will evolve some scheme to get 
my money.” 

When Napoli wag arrested, he readily 
admitted having been the girl’s suitor. 

“We were once engaged,” said 
Napoli, “‘but*we have not been for sev- 
eral weeks. I found out that she 
thought more of another man than she 
djd of me, and I broke the engagement. 
She came to my home last Saturday 
and told me she was tired of living at 
home and was going away. I offered 
to give her $ to help her along, but 
she refused it, saying she had a way to 
get money and that she would have 
plenty when she left home.

They have no binding effect. Some liquor dealers 


j love money better than the honor of their alleged

representatives. The policy of passing laws under 
agreement with representatives of interests to 
which they apply, may be questioned. The policy 
of_enforcing laws by agreement, regardless of 
their constitutionality, does not commend itself 
to the general public. Understandings and agree- 


|] ments are shaky foundations of law and uncer- 


tain sources of revenue. Moreover, they savor of 
compromises with lawless elements and of poliit- 
ical compacts, Although the State may be incon- 
venienced temporarily by the fallure of the liquor 
dealers to keep their proxy pledges, it is better 
that the agreement be broken at once than that 
an untested and uncertain law should remain in 
the statute books as a revenue measure to vex 
the State hereafter. The Governor and the Legis- 
lature know better now how to deal with the 
liquor interests. They have had a lesson in the 
futility of agreements with them. 

There fis but one course for Gov. Hadley to 
follow in this case. That is to attempt to enforce 
the law through the courts. If the measure is 
unconstitutiona] it should be eliminated and a 
valid law substituted. Ways and means of pun- 
ishing the liquor interests and of increasing their 
taxes are not lacking. 

But the suggestion of an extra session for the 
purpose of punishing or taxing the liquor inter- 
ests will meet with general disapproval. The rezg- 
ular session of the Legislature taxed the patience 
and the pockets of th people to the limit. We 
obtained a minimum of good legislation at a 
maximum of cost. It would be foolish to burden 
the impoverished State Treasury with the cost of 
another series of fights between the Democratic 
Senate and the Republican House. It wouldn't 
pay. Spare us ag extra session. 

While Mgr. Falconio considers divorce and 
the misuse of wealth as menaces to this coun. 
try, he sees “improvement even among the silly 
rich of the younger generation.” This he at- 
tributes “to the steady growth of religion and 
the manifest decline of irreligion;” both most 
important, if true. ‘ 
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* ITCHCOCK AND A PARCELS POST. 

Rural free delivery of mail, which shares with 
the daily newspaper, the telephone and the inter- 
urban electric road, the distinction of destroying 
the farmer’s isolation, is reckoned as one of the 
largest causes of the deficit in the postal depart- 
ment. In Postmaster-General Hitchcock’s plan of 
economy there is an intimation that there may be 





pinching and curtailment of efficiency in this 


department. 

With the.rural delivery came a more emphatic 
demand for a parcels post because it could be of 
particular advantage to the farmer. The cam- 
‘paign against the parcels post was vigorous for 
a time. Partially successful efforts were made to 
organize country merchants in opposition to it. 
It was speciously argued that their trade would 
pass to the city merchant once easy and cheap 
delivery was made possible. But this, like all the 
other reasons, fell before the demonstration’ of 
the complete success of the system in European 
countries. 

A »arcels post would be a source of enormous 
profit to the Postoffice Department. It woild also 
be a serious competitor of the express companies. 
Will Mr. Hitchcock recommend the establishment 
of a parcels post as did his predecessor, George 
Von L. Meyer or will he bow to the express com- 
panies, which have so far been able to_ block 
every effort to establish the system?

Impure milk is responsible for a large 
percentage of the deaths among “bottle” babies. 
Give the little ones proper food and they will not 
die. i

Light on the Tricky Meter. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

‘Has youse been doing anything to the meter?” 
or “Has the meter been doing anything to youse?” 
Gas meters run fast to a great extent. The Super- 
visor of City Lighting, in his annual report to the 
Board of Public Improvements, see your valued 1s- 
sue of May 29, 1908, says that 30 per cent of the 398 
meters tested by his department, were found register- 
ing more gas thah was censumed. I go a Step fur- 
ther. I say that the Supervisor of City Lighting, D. 
S. Sanderson, is a most courteous and conscientious 
gentleman, and is determined that each and every 
meter that comes to him to be tested shall be thor- 
oughly examined, but through want of knowledge 
on the part of the overcharged or complaining gas 
consumer, said consumer does the most destrimental 
thipg possible to his own interests when he allows 
the gas meter to be removed off his premises, for an 
official test thereof to be made. Particles of carbon 
which lie on the base of the valve inclosure, owing 
to the jolting that the meter receives while in course 
of transit become dislodged and settle on the valve 
seat; this causes the upper section of the valve, in. 
its sliding action, to pass gas without registering, 
and the result is that a gas meter that may be rob- 
bing the consumer, say to the extent of 50 per cent 
on his premises, by the time it arrives at the City 
Halil, owing to the effects of its junket while being 
conveyed there, may be 10 per cent of 15 per cent slow. 
I say that 50 per cent of meters in St. Louis are fast 
in their working positions. Sometimes in a residence 
a meter may be 50 per cent fast and a consumer may 
pay many months 50 per cent more than he should, 
then a particle of carbon may lift the upper sec- 
tion of valve a certain distance off its lower section 
and the meter, through this condition, may register 
correctly the amount of gas passing through it. Thén 
the gas vendor comes to the consumer and says: 
“What has youse been doing to the meter?”

O'Reilly, in St. Louis, Hopes 
Horse Will Not Trample 
Chicago Banqueters. 


Mounted on a charging Texas saddle 
horse, E. 8. O’Reilly, who is spending 
a day at the Planters Hotel, will gallop 


into the banquet hall of the Auditorium 
Annex in Chicago, Sept. 15, and deliver 
from the saddle to President Taft an 
jnvitation signed by more than 21,000 
Texans to visit San Antonio in October. 

The horse, Aramsas, that Mr. O’Reilly 
will ride into Chicago, was formerly 
owned by President Taft. O'Reilly, who 
started on horseback from San Antonio 
Aug. 1, arrived in St. Louis late Friday. 
After delivering the invitation to Presi- 
dent Taft in Chicago he will ride on to 
Washington, reaching there some time 
in October. 

die id is attempting to make the 
longéd con@imuous horseback ride on 
record. He will leave St. Louis Sunday 
and probably will try to make 
a record one-day ride on his 
way to Chicago. He proposes to have 
eight or nine horses stationed along the 
route, about 35 miles apart. After .rid- 
ing one horse one lap ef the journey 
he will leap from the saddle into a sad- 
die on another horse in waiting, and 
will try to cover from~200 to 250 miles 
in a,Single day. 

Read His Own Obituary. 

“I haye made an average of 35 miles 
@ day since leaving San Antonio with 
the invitation to President Taft,” said 
O'Reilly to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“The only unpleasant feature of my 
trip was the reading ef my own obituary 
in Tulsa, Ok. When I got there I was 
surprised to, find I had been murdered 
by bandits, the invitation to the Presi- 
dent stolen, and my body; hidden in 
some wild ravine. 

“The Chicago people have invited me 
to ride right into the banquet hall and 
deliver the message to President Taft. 
I am perfectly willing, if I can get my 
horse.to behave. The horse I will eide 
into Chicago grew up on President 
Taft’s Texas ranch, and it is not ac- 
customed to elevators, electric lights 
and Windy City oratory. 

“I fear he might take fright and 
gallop over a few dinner tables and 
knock down some: members of the .aris- 
tocratic Chicago Commercial Club, 
whose guest President Taft will he. 

Petition Has 21,000 Signers. 

“The invitation I have is signed by 
Gov. Campbell of Texas, all the city 
and county officials in San Antonio, 
and’ the representatives of many com- 
mercial and civic bodies. A_ petition 
bearing 21,000 names will be shipped to 
me at Chicago, and I will deliver it to 
President Taft.”
